Borough to Compile 

a Registry Book 

New Method of Listing Proper- 
ties Will Prevent Mix- 
ups on Titles. 



SURVEY ALSO PLANNED 



Many Complaints Received and Adjusted

The compilation of a registry book, 
which will list all properties in Nar- 
berth by streets and also alphabetically 
will be undertaken immediately by 
Burgess Henry A. Frye. 

The book, which will be known offi- 
cially as the Borough Register, will do 
away in the future with the confusion 
which has resulted from the number- 
ing of properties in Narberth. Differ- 
ent land companies in the past have 
changed the numbering of lots with 
the result that many properties have 
been sold for unpaid taxes when the 
owners were unaware that they were 
listed for sale under a different num- | 
her than their title indicated. 

While the establishment of an offi- 
cial Borough Register doing away with 
the listing of properties by number will 
not be retroactive, since permission 
was only granted boroughs by the 
State Legislature in 1929 to keep such 
a book, it will prevent the reoccur- 
rence of these unfortunate episodes in 
the future. 

Following the compilation of the 
registry book, which is expected to take 
about three or four months, a survey 
will be made of the borough, which 
will include a complete and accurate 
map showing all properties, and also 
all gas and water mains, sewers, elec- 
tric and telephone cables, etc. This 
'survey will be used as the basis for 
all future assessments. 

Authority to undertake this work 
was granted by Council at its June 
meeting on Monday night. It was 
characterized by a Councilman as "one 
of the most constructive projects ever 
undertaken by the borough."

Smugging by Airplane 

Thwarted by Chevey Six 

A Chevrolet six recently figured 
in what is believed to be the first case 
on record of a head-on collision be- 
tween an automobile and an airplane. 

The car, one of twelve Chevrolet j 
sixes used by Detroit immigration au- 
thorities in border patrol work, was 
being driven by Stanley Zeramho. sen- 
ior inspector, whose duties consist in \ 



thwarting attempts to smuggle aliens 
across the border. 

Inspector Zerainlm had to his credit 
six planes seized in this nefarious traf- 
fic, and had been watching for some 
time a seventh plane said to have op- 
erated for six weeks on regular sched- 
ule (lying aliens from Canada to 
American soil. 

After several attempts to seize the 
plane, its pilot and illegal cargo had 
failed. Inspector Zerambo was scout- 
ing along the Detroit Riverfront 
shortlv after sunrise on June 1 when 
he spotted the plane heading from Can- 
ada toward an open field just beyond 
the Detroit city line. Speeding to the 
spot Inspector Xeramho swung into 
the field in his Chevrolet just as the 
plane landed, and drove directly into 
its path to shut off retreat. 

When the pilot saw the official car 
in front of him. he sought to ward off 
capture by speeding the motor up in 



a desperate effort to take olf again. 
Inspector Zeramho, in the split second 
available to make a decision, weighted 
the ruggedness of the car against the 
strength of the plane, and drove head- 
on into the whirring propellor. 

Result: Another seized plane added 
to inspector Zerambo's impressive 
record— a disabled plane with a shat- 
tered propellor and a damaged wing; 
two alien prisoners, an escaped pilot; 
Inspector Zerambo slightly shaken up 
and bruised, and a car with a damaged 
right front door, fender, radiator and 
the radiator cap picked off by the pro- 
pellor. 

Despite the damage to the Chevrolet 
it came out a decided victor in the 
crash, for while the plane was totally 
disabled. Inspector Zerambo was able 
to back the car out of the wreckage 
,-nul drive it under its own power, with 
his prisoners safely aboard to Delrf.it 
headquarters.

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Orders For Sidewalk 
Repairs Sent Out 

Highway Committee Made 
Annual Inspection on 
Saturday. - 



The Highway Committee of Council, 
Messrs. Robert F. Wood, Clifford W. 
Hates and Edward S. Haws, with the 
Borough Superintendent. George B. 
Suplcc, made their annual inspection 
of sidewalks and curbs last Saturday 
afternoon and, as a result, listed about 
100 property owners to whom orders 
for repairs will be mailed soon. These 
orders require that the repairs speci- 
fied shall be made within 15 days, after 
which time they are in default and the 
work will be done by the Borough and 
billed to the property owner with the 
addition of a penalty of 10 per cent. 

For the past several years, however, 
it has been the policy of Council to in- 



dicate on such bills that the penalty 
may be deducted if payment is made 
within 30 days, and it is probable that 
that policy will be followed this year. 
Under such an arrangement many 
property owners, in the past, have con- 
sidered it good judgment to let these 
orders run into default because they 
thereby sometimes obtained a lower 
price on the work than they could have 
secured individually from contractors 
bidding on one job alone. The Bor- 
ough lets all such orders by competi- 
tive bids and total of all jobs is usually 
enough to be an inducement to the 
contractors to bid close.

The general appear- 
ance and safety of sidewalks and curbs 
has also been greatly improved all over 
the Borough.
